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As  HARDENS  have  come  from  ENGLAND  to  AMERICA  in  large  numbers 
ever  since  1600’s,  it  would  be  possible  to  trace  only  a  small  per¬ 
centage  of  them.  During  the  1700’s,  the  name  of  ’’HARDEN”  could  be 
found  in  most  of  the  original  thirteen  states,  but  they  were  parti¬ 
cularly  heavy  in  Pennsylvania,  Virginia  and  South  Carolina.  The 
writer  has  confined  this  History  mainly  to  those  Hardens  who  came 
late  in  1700’ s  from  England,  settling  in  Eedford  Co.,  Pa.,  later 
moving  to  Perry  and  Hocking  counties,  Ohio.  There  were  at  least 
two  families,  who  followed  this  course,  JOHN  HARDEN,  and  IGNATIUS 
HARDEN.  I  do  not  know  what  relation  they  were  to  each  other.  Any¬ 
way,  Ignatius  led  the  way  as  far  as  Perry  Co.,  Ohio.  John  Harden 
and  members  of  his  family,  after  being  in  Perry  Co.,  Ohio  between 
ten  and  fifteen  years,  moved  to  Hocking  Co.  in  Washington  Tp.,  near 
the  village  of  Ewing,  Ohio.  They  were  followed  there  by  a  number 
of  Ignatius’  family.  The  writer  has  found  up  until  nearly  1850,  the 
tax,  court  and  census  records  of  Bedford  Co.,  Pa.,  Perry  and  Hocking 
counties,  Chio^  showed  the  name  spelled  about  evenly  between  ’’HARDIN” 
and  ’’HARDEN” ,  and  after  that  date,  most  all  read  ’’HARDEN”.  In  most 
cases,  I  have  shown  the  name  as  ’’HARDEN”.  I  have  not  felt  too  much 
concerned  about  the  spelling,  as  my  grandfather,  THOMAS  HARDEN  (1831- 
1917)  was  very  EMPHATIC  in  saying  ’’any  one  spelling  it  ’’HARDEN”,  no 
doubt  was  relation,  but  if  they  spelled  it  ’’HARDIN”  or  ’’HARDING”,  no 
relation.  The  writer  believes  the  early  records  in  most  cases  where 
spelled  ’’HARDIN”,  were  thru  carelessness  or  ignorance,  and  sometimes 
just  wrote  an  ”e”  in  a  hurry,  looking  like  an  ”i”.  In  one  of  THOMAS 
HARDEN’s  books,  around  1840,  his  signature  showed  clearly  the  spell¬ 
ing  of  ’’HARDEN”.  The  writer,  being  a  great,  great  grandson  of  John 
and  Mary  Harden,  has  shown  five  generations  in  a  direct  line  down  to 
himself,  that  is:- 

FIRST  GENERATION  -  John  and  Mary  Harden 

SECOND  GENERATION  -  Benjamin  and  Margaret  (Sherlock)  Harden 
THIRD  GENERATION  -  Thomas  and  Jane  (Hardesty)  Harden 
FOURTH  GENERATION  -  Children  of  Thomas  and  Jane  Harden 
FIFTH  GENERATION  -  Grandchildren  of  Thomas  and  Jane  Harden 

The  writer  was  brought  up  under  the  ’’OHIO  METHOD  OF  RELATION”, 
that  is,  children  of  two  first  cousins  were  second  cousins.  I  have 
found  yet  in  1956,  my  relatives  in  Ohio  still  adhere  to  that  method. 
However,  the  modern  way  seems  to  be,  children  of  first  cousins  are 
third  cousins  to  each  other.  Therefore,  wherever  I  speak  herein  of 
third  cousins,  I  mean  children  of  first  cousins,  and  wherever  I 
speak  of  second  cousins,  I  mean  the  relation  of  one  of  the  first 
cousins  to  children  of  their  first  cousins. 
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History  of  HARDEN  family  compiled  by  the  Media  Research  Bureau, 
Washington,  D.  C.  (Extracts  only). 

The  name  of  HARDEN  or  HARDIN  is  said  to  have  been  derived  from 
the  residence  of  its  first  bearers  at  the  hamlet  of  HARDEN,  in  York¬ 
shire,  England.  It  is  probable,  however,  that -in  many  cases  the  name 
of  "Hardin”  was  a  corruption  of  the  more  popular  patronymic  Harding, 
which  was  originally  a  baptismal  name.  The  name  is  found  on  ancient 
records  of  England  in  the  various  spellings  of  Haredene,  Hardeyne, 
Hardeyn,  Hareden,  Hardens,  Hardyne,  Eardyn,  Hardine,  Hardwin,  Harden, 
Hardin  and  others,  of  which  the  two  forms  last  mentioned  are  those 
most  generally  used  in  America  today.  Families  of  this  name  were  to 
be  found  at  early  dates  in  the  English  Counties  of  Wilts,  Darby,  Kent, 
Warwick,  Devon,  York,  Gloucester,  Durham,  Monmouth,  Northumberland, 
Sussex,  Cambridge,  Oxford,  and  London,  and  in  parts  of  Ireland.  They 
were,  for  the  most  part,  of  the  landed  gentry  and  yeomanry  of  Great 
Britain. 


Although  it  is  not  definitely  known  from  which  of  the  many  lines 
of  the  family  in  England  and  Ireland,  the  first  emigrants  of  the  name 
to  America  was  descended,  it  appears  from  old  records  that  the  Hardins 
and  Hardens  were  well  represented  among  the  early  settlers  of  the  new 
world. 


The  offspring  of  these  and  possibly  of  other  lines  of  the  family 
in  America  have  removed  to  many  parts  of  the  country,  and  have  made  a 
substantial  contribution  to  the  progress  of  the  nation.  An  enter¬ 
prising,  conscientious,  and  straight-thinking  race  on  the  whole, 
Hardins  and  Hardens  have  been  particularly  successful  in  business  and 
in  the  professions.  Among  those  of  the  name,  who  served  as  officers 
in  the  War  of  the  Revolution  were:  Capt.  Elias  Harden  of  Maryland; 
Col.  William  Harden  of  So.  Carolina;  Brig.  Gen.  John  Hardin,  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  numerous  others. 

WILLIAM,  JAMES,  SAMUEL,  THOMAS,  HENRY,  BENJAMIN,  GEORGE,  EVEN 
and  JOHN  are  some  of  the  names  most  favored  by  the  family  for  its 
male  progeny. 

The  coat  of  arms  given  as  belonging  to  the  Harden  family  of  Eng- 
r  land  is  that  described  as  follows  (Burke,  Landed  Gentry,  1852): 

Arms  --n0r,  on  a  bend  azure,  three  martlets  argent,  a  sinister 
canton  asure  charged  with  a  rose  of  the  first  between  two  fleurs-de- 
lis  of  the  third. ^ 

Motto . --"Duris  non  frangor." 
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CREST  OF  THE  HARDEN  AND  HARDIN  FAMILIES 

"Crests  of  the  Leading  Families  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland"  by 
Fairbairn,  page  227  (extracts  only)  shows  the  following:- 
"HARDEN  and  HARDIN  families  -  A  dexter  hand  Issuing  from  a  cloud,  in 
fess,  an  anchor,  ppr,  PL  79  cr  15."  The  Writer  has  seen  this  book  and 
the  crest.  Also,  in  the  same  book-,  the  following  is  shown: - 
"MOTTO  -  Duris  non  frangor,  English  meaning,  I  AM  NOT  BROKEN  BY  HARD¬ 
SHIPS." 

EARLY  HISTORY  OF  THE  FAMILY  IN  AMERICA  BEFORE  1800. 

The  early  Hardens  in  America  showed  up  in  about  all  the  states, 
but  were  heavy  in  certain  areas.  Quite  a  number  were  in  South  Carolina, 
Virginia,  and  Pennsylvania. 

The  Pennsylvania  Archives  provide  much  information  as  to  location 
of  Hardens  and  Hardins  in  Pennsylvania.  Pa.  Archives,  3rd  Series,  Vol. 
22,  showed  in  Springhill  Tp.,  Bedford  Co.  (later  Fayette)  in  1773, 

Benj.,  William,  John  R.,  Martin,  and  Capt.  John  Hardin.  Pa.  Archives, 
3rd  Series,  Vol.  22,  in  1785,  in  Springhill  Tp.,  Fayette  Co.  showed 
Mary,  John,  Martin,  Catherine,  John  and  Henry  Harden,  and  in  1786,  same 
book,  Mark,  John  Sr.,  Robert,  Abraham,  Henry,  Hector  and  Nestor  HARDEN.  \ 
The  1790  Census  of  Springhill  Tp.,  Fayette  Co.,  Pa.  showed  as  family 
heads,  JOHN,  HECTOR  and  NESTOR  HARDEN.  "Horn’s  History  of  Western 
Pennsylvania"  Vol.  Ill,  maps  only,  as  to  land  patents,  showed  John  Sr.,  , 
John  Jr,,  George,  Martin,  Mark  and  Benjamin  HARDIN.  You  will  notice 
that  the  Pennsylvania  Archives  and  the  1790  TJ.S. Census,  in  most  cases 
spelled  the  name  "HARDEN",  while  "Horn’s  History  of  Western  Pennsyl¬ 
vania"  spelled  the  name  "HARDIN". 

The  1790  Census  of  Bedford  Co.,  Pa.  showed  as  family  heads,  Neece, 
Willi  am,  Thomas,  George,  and  Isaac  Harden.  Pa.  Archives,  3rd  Series, 
Vol.  22,  Ignatius  Harden  was  shown  in  tax  information  in  1779,  1783 
and  1775  in  Hopewell,  Providence  and  Colerain  Tps..,  Bedford  Co.,  Pa. 

There  were  a  number  of  HARDENS  and  HARDINS  in  the  Pennsylvania 
Militia  and  Rangers  on  the  Frontiers  during  the  Revolutionary  War, 
and  in  the  War  of  1812,  quite  a  number  being  officers.  5th  Series, 

Pa.  Archives,  Vol.  4,  showed  on  page  439,  Abraham,  John,  John  Jr., 

Nase,  and  Thomas  Harden,  all  as  privates  in  Westmoreland  Co.  Militia. 
Under  Continental  Line,  in  5th  Series,  Pa.  Archives,  Vol.  4,  page  240, 
IGNATIUS  and  GEORGE  HARDEN,  were  shown  as  privates  in  Bedford  Co. 
Militia. 

"The  Historic  Register  of  Virginia  in  the  Revolution"  by  John  H. 
Gwathmey,  listed  quite  a  number  of  both  Hardens  and  Hardins  serving 
In  the  Virginia  Militia  during  Revolutionary  War.  Virginia  county 
histories  listed  quite  a  number  of  both  Hardens  and  Hardins. 

Recently  the  Writer  made  a  search  at  Archives  Bldg.,  Washington, 
D.C.  Found  that  there  were  nearly  40  Hardens  serving  in  the  War  of 
the  Revolution,  who  did  not  receive  pensions.  There  were  at  least 
a  dozen  JOHN  HARDENS.  Some  of  the  other  given  names  were:-  Amos, 

Abial,  benjamin,  Charles,  Ennis,  Enos,  George,  Henry,  Isaac,  Israel, 
James,  Joseph,  Luke,  Richard,  Robert,  Samuel,  Thomas  and  William. 
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EARLY  HISTORY  OF  OUR  FAMILY 
AS  PASSED  DOWN  PY  OUR 
ANCESTORS. 


Our  ancestors,  we  have  been  told  moved  from  Ireland  back  into 
England,  before  coming  to  America.  'he  were  told  three  HARDEN  brothers 
came  to  America,  sometime  between '1789  and  1793,  first  settling  in 
Pennsylvania,  then  moving  to  Perry  Co.,  Ohio,  and  later,  probably 
between  1825  and  1830  to  Hocking  Co.,  Ohio,  near  the  village  of  Ewing, 
Ohio.  The  writer  has  the  memory  of  being  told  sometime  or  other,  the 
three  brothers’  names  were  JOHN,  WILLIAM,  and  SAMUEL.

ACTUAL  FINDINGS  of  THE  EARLY  HISTORY 
OF  OUR  FAMILY. 

As  stated  in  ’’introduction”,  I  find  two  families  of  Hardens, 
IGNATIUS,  and  JOHN,  with  large  families  with  boys  of  similar  names, 
following  the  same  course  thru  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  causing  much 
confusion.  To  make  things  worse  to  check,  a  daughter  of  John  Harden 
married  a  son  of  Ignatius  Harden,  so  that  John  Harden  had  a  son,  EVAN, 
and  a  son-in-law,  EVEN.  IGNATIUS  showed  up  in  Bedford  Co.,  Pa.  as 
early  as  1775.  However,  Pa.  Archives,  3rd  Series,  Vol.  25,  page  540, 
under  warrantees  of  land,  showed: -

ACTUAL  FINDINGS  OF  THE  EARLY  HISTORY  OF  OUR  FAMILY  - 
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IGNATIUS  HARDEN  moved  to  Fairfield  Co.,  Ohio  in  1800,  and  about 
five  years  later  moved  a  short  distance  into  Reading  Tp.,  Perry  Co., 
Ohio.  The  Writer  in  1956  visited  the  State  Library  at  Harrisburg,  Pa. 
where  he  had  the  fortune  of  seeing  the  1800  Pennsylvania  Census  of 
Hopewell  Tp.,  Bedford  Co.,  and  behold  you,  there  were  the  three  family 
names  of  "JOHN,  WILLIAM,  and  SAMUEL  HARDEN?  The  Writer,  also,  took 
a  look  at  the  1810  Census  of  the  same  township  in  Bedford  Co.,  but  it 
just  was  too  illegible  to  be  certain  about  any  of  the  names.  The 
Writer  now  believes  that  the  year,  1793,  may  be  about  correct  as  to 
their  coming  to  America.  Also,  have  been  interested  in  one  paragraph 
of  "The  Name  and  Family  of  Harden",  compiled  by  the  Media  Research 
Bureau,  which  in  part  reads  as  follows:-  "and  Samuel  Harden  of  County 
Tipperary,  Ireland,  in  the  latter  seventeenth  century,  who  was  the 
father  of  a  son  named  John,  who  married  Mary  Middleton  in  the  early 
eighteenth  century,  and  was  the  father  by  her  of  Sa mue  1 ,  Wi  1 1  i am ,  J ohn ,t 
George,  Nicholas,  Anastatia,  Mary,  Alice,  Eleanor”  Anne  and  Olinda."  4 
Of  course,  it  is  very  questionable  whether  these  Hardens  were  the  ones 
who  came  to  America  around  1793. 

Early  Fairfield  Co.,  Ohio  records  show  Ignatius  Harding  being  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  county  soon  after  1800.  Perry  Co.,  Ohio 
History,  compiled  by  A.  A.  Graham,  showed  on  Page  203,  Thomas  and 
Benjamin  Hardin,  in  a  list  of  settlers,  who  came  before  1816  or  1817 
into  the  section  of  the  county,  later  known  as  Jackson  Tp.  At  this 
late  date,  I  am  Inclined  to  believe  that  the  two  oldest  sons,  Thomas 
(1A)  and  Benjamin  (2A)  came  to  Perry  Co.,  Ohio  several  years  ahead  of 
the  remainder  of  the  JOHN  HARDEN  family.  Whether  John  and  Mary  Harden' 
and  the  remainder  of  their  family  came  direct  from  Bedford  Co.  Pa. 
to  Perry  Co.,  Ohio  in  one  move,  or  stopped  enroute,  I  do  not  know.  k 
The  Whiter  has  been  told  quite  a  few  times,  that  the  HANSEL  family  in 
Falls  Tp . ,  Hocking  Co.,  Ohio  had  the  "buckboard"  that  brought  the 
Hardens  "over  the  mountains".  Samuel  Hansel’s  wife  was  SARA^  HARDEN 
grand-daughter  of  JOHN  and  MARY  HARDEN.  While  in  Perry  Co.,  it  appears 
that  the  JOHN  HARDENS  were  all  in  Jackson  Tp.,  whereas,  Ignatius’ 
family  seems  to  have  been  in  Reading  Tp.  It  has  been  said  John  Harden 
bought  land  in  Hocking  Co.  in  1827,  but  the  Hocking  Co.  1830  Census  of 
Washington  Tp.  showed  only  one  HARDEN,  that  being  THOMAS  (1A).  The 
1629  Tax  Records  of  Jackson  Tp.,  Perry  Co.,  and  the  1830  Census  of 
same  township,  showed  that  the  remainder  of  the  JOHN  HARDEN  family 
were  still  in  Perry  Co.  I  am  inclined  to  believe  nearly  all  of  the 
JOHN  HARDENS  moved  to  Washington  Tp.,  Hocking  Co.,  near  Ewing,  Ohio

8,  1806”.  I  believe  she  was  a  sister  to  the  ones  listed  above,  and 
no  doubt  died  young. 
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JOHN  HARDEN  did  not  leave  a  will.  However,  two  administrators 
were  appointed  after  his  death.  The  Writer  has  inspected  these 
records  in  the  courthouse  at  Logan,  Ohio.  Am  presenting  below  the 
most  important  things  in  this  legal  document. 

#208,  JOHN  HARDEN,  Est.,  - Benjamin  Harden  and  Ephraim  Chapman  were 

appointed  as  Administrators  -  the  appraisers  were  George  Hansel, 

Jacob  Hansel  (signed  Jacob  Hentzel)  and  Jacob  Kline.  The  sale  of 
personal  property  was  held  Dec.  2,  1847,  articles  sold,  amount  received 
and  to  whom  sold,  were  shown.  Quite  a  number  of  notes  in  favor  of  the 
Estate  were  outstanding,  some  of  the  children  owing  the  Estate  con¬ 
siderable.  Total  notes  and  judgements  -  $>1,181.31  -  total  costs  $,67. 25 
leaving  a  net  of  $>1,114.06.  During  the  course  of  the  liquidation,  it 
appears  most  of  the  children  took  some  cash.

THOMAS  HARDEN,  probably  eldest  son  of  JOHN  and  MARY  HARDEN,  born 
in  Pennsylvania,  no  doubt  migrated  with  brother,  BENJAMIN,  to  Perry 
Co.,  Ohio  prior  to  1816  or  1817,  probably  several  years  ahead  of  the 
rest  of  the  family.  Perry  Co.,  Ohio  records  showed  he  married 
Margaret  Sanderson  (Book  #1,  page  19)  on  Mar.  24,  1820.  Although 
license  was  obtained  in  Perry  Co.,  records  showed  that  they  were 
married  at  Lancaster,  Ohio  by  Rev.  John  Wright.  THOMAS,  also,  led 
the  way  to  Hocking  Co.  The  1830  Census  of  Washington  Tp.,  Hocking  Co. 
showed  that  he  was  the  only  one  of  the  Hardens  then  there.  No  doubt 
buildings  had  to  be  put  up  before  the  rest  of  the  family  moved  there. 
Later  he  moved  into  Starr  Tp.,  Hocking  Co.  Chart  handed  down  to  us 
showed  four  sons,  John,  James,  Even  and  Robert.  The  1850  Census  of 
Starr  Tp.,  Hocking  Co.,  listed  a  THOMAS  HARDEN  (born  in  Pa.),  wife, 
Margaret,  and  children,  James,  Even,  Robert  and  Lucinda.  John  may 
have  been  married  prior  to  1850.  The  writer  has  tried  to  secure  more 
information  on  this  family,  but  has  not  succeeded.  Some  of  the  un¬ 
accounted  for  marriages  in  both  Perry  and  Hocking  counties  could  be 
these  boys  and  Lucinda. 


JOHN  Jr.  ( 3A) 

JOHN  HARDEN,  Jr.,  son  of  JOHN  and  MARY  HARDEN,  probably  born  in 
Bedford  Co.,  Pa.  JOHN  HARDEN  Jr.  married  MARY  CFIDESTER  Feb.  4, 

1830,  Perry  Co.,  Ohio  (authority.  Perry  Co.,  Ohio  Marriages,  1818- 
1878  by  Nada  M.  Seymour).  Mary  was  a  sister  of  PETER  CHIDESTSR,  who 
migrated  to  INDIANA  with  my  grandfather,  THOMAS  H.  HARDEN.  Mary 
Chidester  Harden  was  born  Jan.  18,  1812,  and  died  Jan.  27,  1892.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  James  and  Anna  Charlotte  (Brugh)  Chidester; 

James,  born  Feb.  12,  1785,  died  July  17,  1857;  and  Anna  born  Jan.  26, 
1785,  died  Dec.  20,  1836.  Even  though,  I  have  several  cousins,  who 
were  nieces  of  JOHN  and  MARY  CHIDESTSR  HARDEN,  I  still  cannot  get  any 
information  relative  to  this  family,  other  than  the  chart  and  1850 
Census.  The  chart  showed  the  following  sons:-  JAMES,  ABEL,  ISAAC, 
and  AMOS.  I  have  had  several  people  during  the  last  five  years,  who 
have  verified  the  names  of  these  four  sons.  The  John  Harden,  Jr. 
family,  also,  lived  in  Washington  Tp.,  Hocking  Co.  The  1850  Census  of 
that  township,  as  viewed  by  me,  was  very  difficult  to  read.  I  believe 
there  were  at  least  four  more  children,  their  names  may  have  been 
Catharine,  Marie,  William  and  Margaret.  I  was  told  by  my  grandfather 
and  father  that  this  family  migrated  from  Hocking  Co.  to  Paulding  Co., 
Ohio.  There  have  been  a  number  of  HARDENS  in  Paulding  and  Van  Wert 
counties  In  Ohio,  and  some  In  Wells  and  Jay  counties  in  Indiana, 
which  may  be  offspring  from  this  family. 
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REBECCA  ( 7A ) 

REBECCA,  known  as  "BECKY" ,  daughter  of  JOHN  and  MARY  HARDEN, 
born  in  Pennsylvania,  probably  Bedford  County.  Perry  Co.,  Ohio 
records  showed  that  she  was  married  to  SAMTJKL  LEWIS  on  June  10,  1825 
(Book  #1,  page  57).  They,  also,  lived  in  Washington  Tp.,  Hocking  Co. 
The  1850  Census  of  that  township  showed  Samuel  and  Rebecca  Lewis, 
with  I  believe,  nine  children,  some  of  the  names  being,  John, 
Benjamin,  Elizabeth,  Anna,  Elinor  and  Hannah.  After  John  Harden* s 
death,  the  Administration  papers  of  JOHN  HARDEN,  Estate,  showed 
SAMUEL  LEWIS,  as  one  of  the  heirs. 

MARY  ( 8A ) 

MARY,  daughter  of  JOHN  and  MARY  HARDEN,  born  in  Pennsylvania, 
probably  Bedford  County.  Perry  Co.,  Ohio  records  showed  that  she  was 
married  to  EPHRAIM  CHAPMAN  on  Dec.  19,  1828  (Book  #1,  page  100). 

They,  also,  lived  in  Washington  Tp.,  Hocking  Co.  The  1850  Census  of 
that  township  showed  Ephraim  and  Mary  Chapman,  with,  I  believe,  eight 
children,  some  of  the  names  being,  Amos,  Rebecca,  and  Elizabeth. 

As  stated  on  Page  10,  Ephraim  Chapman  was  one  of  the  administrators 
of  the  John  Harden,  Estate,  and  also,  was  shown  as  an  heir.

NANCY. 

The  BIBLE,  belonging  to  BENJAMIN  and  MARGARET  (SHERLOCK)  HARDEN 
showed  a  notation  reading,  "Nancy  Agness  Meravy  Harden,  born  Feb.  8, 
1806".  The  writer  can  figure  her  only  as  a  "sister"  of  BENJAMIN’S. 

Do  not  locate  anything  more  on  her.  She  may  have  died  prior  to  their 
leaving  Bedford  Co.,  Pa. 
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JAMES  ( 4A ) 

The  original  chart  showed  that  JAMES  was  the  father  of  John  and 
Reed  Harden.  For  a  long  time,  the  Writer  could  not  do  much  with  this 
family,  even  though  he  had  heard  of  Reed  Harden,  and  had  an  obituary 
of  a  John  L.  Harden.  After  considerable  correspondence  with  Mrs. 

Idessa  Schauer  of  Toledo,  Ohio  and  W.  E.  Petty,  of  Logan,  Ohio,  grand¬ 
children  of  John  L.  Harden,  the  writer  believes  he  has  it  right  now. 
JAMES  HARDEN,  son  of  JOHN  and  MARY  HARDEN,  married  Polly  Lott  Nov.  25, 
1824  (Perry  Co.  Book  #1,  page  51).  Although  John  L.  Harden’s  obituary 
said  "last  of  three  brothers",  the  grandchildren  knew  of  only  two  sons, 
John  L.,  and  William  Reed,  same  as  given  on  chart.  The  1830*’  Census  of 
Perry  Co.,  Ohio  showed  James  Harden  and  wife,  with  one  son  in  Jackson 
Tp.  It  is  our  understanding  that  both  James  and  Polly  Harden  died 
soon  thereafter  in  Perry  Co.  The  Writer  recently  viewed  the  1840 
Census  of  Washington  Tp.,  Hocking  Co.,  Ohio  in  Archives  Bldg.,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C.  The  following  was  shown  for  JOHN  HARDEN:  "l  male  10  to 
15  yrs.;  1  male  15  to  20  yrs.;  1  male  60  to  70  vrs.;  and  1  female, 

60  to  70  yrs.".  No  doubt  John  L.  and  William  Reed  were  the  two  boys 
living;  with  their  grandparents .  In  the  settlement  of  the  John  Harden 
Estate,  both  John  L.  and  William  Reed  Harden  were  listed  as  heirs,  no 
doubt  receiving  their  father’s  share.  Never  have  heard  causes  of  death 
to  James  and  Polly  Harden,  and  where  buried.  Below  will  attempt  to 
give  some  information  on  John  L.,  and  William  Reed  Harden. 

JOHN  L.  HARDEN  (12E)  was  born  in  Perry  Co.,  Ohio  Apr.  11,  1825, 
and  at  an  early  age  went  to  Hocking  Co.  to  live  with  grandparents.  'lie 
married  Mary  Catharine  Hull  Apr.  2,  1846  (correct,  Hocking  Co.  Book 
E,  page  73,  #1387).  John  L.  Harden  lived  in  Washington  Tp.,  Hocking 
Co.  all  of  his  life.  He  died  Dec.  18,  1902,  a  little  over  77  years 
of  age.  John  L.,  and  Mary  Harden  had  5  children:- 

Eliza  (Petty)  -  born  Jan.  12,  1847;  died  May'  19,  1902 
Ciddy  -  born  Sept.  2,  1848;  died  Nov.  16,  1849 
William  James  -  born  Jan.  27,  1851;  died  Mar.  15,  1923 
Lucinda  (Kennedy)  born  May  7,  1854;  died  Jan.  9,  1929 
Ellen  -  born  July  19,  1856;  died  May  26,  1909 
Ellen,  I  understand,  did  not  walk  or  talk  for  52  years.  William  James 
(called  James)  lived  at  Ilesboro,  Ohio.  Was  a  blacksmith  and  post¬ 
master.  His  first  wife  was  Alice  Ketchum,  who  died  in  her  40* s;  his 
second  wife  was  Addle  Kihizer.  After  death  of  Vvilliam  James,  Addie  be¬ 
came  the  second  wife  of  Benjamin  Harden,  son  of  Henry  Harden  (6B). 

WILLIAM  REED  HARDEN  (13B)  married  Mary  Bell  Dec.  4,  1845  (Perry 
Co.  Book  2-3,  page  130).  According  to  information  passed  down  to  me, 
he  was  killed  by  a  falling  limb.  Both  were  buried  at  Ewing  Cemetery, 
tawing,  Ohio.  Believe  he  died  in  1872,  aged  45  years,  and  Mary  died 
Jan.  14,  1895.  Information  I  have,  showed  four  children,  Eli',  Ephraim, 
Jane  and  Emma.  Eli  (1846-1917)  married  Sarah  Amerline  in  1874  (Hocking 
Co.  Book  C,  page  192,  #1861).  Both  Eli  and  Sarah  (1856-1921)  were 
buried  in  Ewing  Cemetery.  Their  children  were  Carl,  Pearl  (son), 

Blanche ,  Iva,  and  Cora  (Hansel).  In  the  cemetery  at  Ilesboro,  Ohio 
there  were  buried  Ephraim  Harden  (1850-1904)  wife,  Rebecca  (1852-1936); 
also,  Mary  Alma  Harden  (1894-1897).  Presume  this  Ephraim  to  be  the 
brother  of  Eli. 
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JAMES  (4A)  continued

John  L.  Harden  was  born  in  Perry  Co.,  Ohio  Apr.  11,  1825,  and 
departed  this  life  Dec.  18,  1902  aged  77  yrs.,  8  mo.,  and  7  days. 

He  came  to  Hocking  Co.  when  about  4  years  old  to  live  with  his 
grandfather  and  grandmother  near  Ewing  and  has  continued  to  be  a 
resident  of  this  county  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  married 
to  Mary  Catharine  Hull,  Apr.  2,  1846.  To  this  union  was  born  five 
children,  one  son  and  four  daughters;  five  grandchildren  and  one 
great  grandchild.  His  wife,  one  daughter  and  three  grandchildren 
have  preceded  him  to  the  spirit  world.  One  daughter  is  an  invalid. 
Since  the  death  of  his  companion,  the  deceased  has  made  his  home  with 
his  son-in-law,  E.  A.  Petty,  at  which  place  he  died.  He  is  among 
one  of  the  oldest  residents  of  the  vicinity  and  the  last  of  three 
brothers  to  depart  this  life.

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EVAN  ( 5A ) 

The  writer  has  secured  considerable  Information  on  EVAN,  son  of 
JOHN  and  MARY  HARDEN,  from  three  main  sources,  the  first,  being  E.  Earl 
Harden,  now  deceased,  and  his  mother,  Mrs.  Mattie  M.  Harden,  of  Nicker¬ 
son,  Kans.;  the  second,  being  Dr.  Frank  L.  Harden,  Dowagiac,  Mich,  and 
his  sister,  Mrs.  Ethel  (Earden)  Fitzgerald,  Aurora,  Ill.;  the  third,  be¬ 
ing  Mrs.  Lena  Rennix,  Fresno,  Calif.  EVAN  HARDEN  (5A),  son  of  John  and 
Mary  Harden,  was  born  on  Apr.  15,  1805,  in  Pennsylvania,  probably  Bed¬ 
ford  Co.  According  to  Perry  Co.,  Ohio  court  records,  Evan  married  MARIA 
WOLF  Jan.  27,  1831  (Book  # 1,  page  124).  No  doubt  soon  thereafter,  they 
moved  to  Washington  Tp.,  Hocking  Co.,  near  his  parents,  brothers,  and 
sisters.  Judson  Bell  of  Brookings,  Ore.  has  the  German  Bible  of  Evan 
and  Maria  (Wolf)  Harden.  Maria  must  have  been  of  German  descent.  It 
showed  EVAN  as  "a  son  of  John  and  Mary  Harden".  Perry  Co.  records 
showed  MARIA  HARDEN  (Evan  Harden,  husband)  transferred  33  acres  in  Sec. 

39  of  Jackson  Tp.,  Perry  Co.  to  Peter  Wolfe  on  Apr.  1,  1835.  No  doubt 
they  were  in  Hocking  Co.  before  that  time,  as  the  oldest  one  of  their 
children,  Levi,  was  born  in  Hocking  Co.  in  1834.  I  have  record  of  ten 
children.  Evan  and  Maria  Harden  were  listed  in  1850  Census  of  Washington 
Tp.,  Hocking  Co.  with  seven  children,  with  George  L.  as  the  youngest, 
one  year  old.  They  no  doubt  migrated  from  0EI0~to  IOWA,  soon  there¬ 
after.  EVAN  died  Apr.  13,  1859,  aged  53  yrs.  11  mo.  and  28  days,  and 
was  buried  in  "HARDEN”  or  "WOLF"  Cemetery,  located  about  5  miles  north¬ 
east  of  Mt.  Sterling,  Van  Buren  Co.,  Iowa.  Maria  Harden,  was  born  Oct. 

2,  1814,  and  died  Aug.  24,  1901,  being  buried  in  Arroyo  Grande  Cemetery 
in  San  Luis  Obispo  Co.,  Calif,  Have  the  following  information  on 
their  children: - 

LEVI  -  ( 14B)  was  born  Hocking  Co.,  Ohio  Jan.  19,  1834,  and  died 
near  Nickerson,  Kans.  Nov.  8,  1919,  age  85  yrs.  9  mo.  and  20  days.  Levi 
moved  from  Iowa  to  Kansas  around  1870.  His  first  wife  was  Elvira  Brad¬ 
ford,  one  son,  Albert  E.  Harden,  Second  wife  was  Fannie  Berry  Doty, 
two  children,  Lemuel,  Drumright,  Okla.,  and  Mrs.  Dora  Doane,  Hydro,  Okla. 
Albert  E.  Hardens  had  three  sons,  Alva,  Leon,  and  E.  Earl.  E/Earl 
Harden  died  in  1936.  Albert  E.  Harden  died  Feb.  1,  1942.  S.  Earl  Harden, 
while  a  student  at  Northwestern  University,  Evanston,  Ill.  visited  some 
of  the  Hardens  at  Knox  and  South  Bend,  including  the  writer.  In  1930, 
the  writer,  returning  from  a  Western  Trip,  stopped  off  at  Nickerson,  Kans. 
to  visit  the  Albert  E.  Harden  family,  which  he  enjoyed  very  much. 

JACOB  -  ( 15B)  wife  Louisa,  migrated  to  California,  near  San  Miguel. 
Two  children,  Otto,  Ukiah,  Calif,  and  Eva.  Otto»s  wife,  Mrs.  Sophia  L. 
Harden,  now  91  yrs.  old,  resides  at  Stockton,  Calif. 

JOHN  SIMON  ( 16B )  was  born  June  13,  1838  and  died  July  11,  1906. 

Never  married.  Understand  he  lived  with  his  mother.  Was  buried  next 
to  mother  in  Arroyo  Grande  Cemetery,  San  Luis  Obispo  Co.,  Calif. 

WILLIAM  DAVIS  (17B)  and  wife  Lida,  migrated  to  Reno,  Nev.  William 
died  Oct.  20,  1919.  They  had  several  children,  one  Lee  Harden,  Sacra¬ 
mento,  Calif.,  who  has  three  children,  Will,  Mary  (Webb)  and  Dora. 

GEORGE  L.  -  ( 18B)  born  Feb.  12,  1849  in  Hocking  Co.,  Ohio,  and  died 
June  20,  1930;  buried  Harness  Cemetery,  near  Mt.  Sterling,  Iowa.  George 
L.  married  Viola  Pettit,  four  children,  Ella  Nora  (married  Dr.  I.  N. 
Thompson);  Dr.  Frank  L.  Harden  (married  Verle  Dewey),  Dowagiac,  Mich.; 
Ethel  (married  Ray  C.  Fitzgerald)  Aurora,  Ill.,  and  J.  Clinton  Harden 
(married  Ethyl  Rice),  Dowagiac,  Mich.  Dr.  Frank  Harden  was  born  Dec.  22, 
1873;  Ethel  was  born  In  Aug.  1888,  and  J.  Clinton  was  born  July  4,  1892.

ELIZA  -  (Bakeman).  Born  May  6,  1843,  no  doubt  Hocking  Co.,  Ohio. 
Migrated  to  California.  Died  Apr.  5,  1936  at  Arroyo  Grande,  Calif. 

One  of  her  children,  who  died  in  infancy,  was  buried  near  grandfather 
at  Mt.  Sterling,  Iowa. 

MARIE  MARTHA  was  born  Oct.  20,  1852  in  Ohio,  married  Edward  Bell 
(born  Aug.  14,  1845,  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind. )  on  Oct.  22,  1872  at  Benton  Sport, 
Iowa.

HISTORY  OF  THOMAS  AND  JANE  HARDEN  FAMILY 

After  their  marriage,  Thomas  and  Jane  (Hardesty)  Harden  lived  on  a 
small  farm  on  what  is  known  as  "Honey  Fork"  in  Washington  Tp.,  Hocking 
Co.,  Ohio,  not  too  far  distant  from  both  his  parents  and  her  parents. 
During  the  Civil  War,  Thomas  Harden  belonged  to  the  Home  Guards.  He  was 
called  to  duty  for  a  period  of  about  a  month.  In  1880,  the  Thomas  and 
Jane  Harden  family,  except  Lovina  and  Dennis,  migrated  to  Starke  Co.,  Ind. 
Thomas,  along  with  Frank  Chidester,  came  with  the  household  and  animal 
cars  of  both  Hardens  and  Chidesters  to  North  Judson,  Ind.,  while  the 
remainder  of  the  two  families  came  to  Hamlet,  Ind.  The  journey  to  their 
farms  were  made  over  trails,  there  being  no  roads  or  fences  when  they 
arrived  Apr.  1,  1880.  Thomas  Harden  bought  80  acres  northeast  of  Knox 
at  that  time.  Later  a  railroad  was  constructed  across  the  southeast 
corner,  leaving  about  two  acres  to  the  east  thereof.  At  first,  part  of 
the  two  acres  was  donated  to  a  cemetery,  to  be  known  as  Oak  Grove  Cem¬ 
etery.  Also,  a  donation  was  made  for  a  school  let,  becoming  the  Oak 
Grove  School.  Thomas  Harden  was  director  of  the  Oak  Grove  school  dis¬ 
trict  for  a  period  of  time.  This  school  was  used  for  both  school  and 
church  purposes  until  1910,  when  due  to  consolidation  of  schools  in  the 
township,  the  ground  reverted  back  to  Thomas  Harden,  and  the  school 
building  was  torn  down  by  Ammi  Harden  and  his  two  sons.  The  writer  went 
one  winter  to  the  Oak  Grove  School,  the  last  one  before  being  torn  down. 

In  1892,  Thomas  Harden  bought  an  additional  40  acres  to  the  northeast 
about  1/2  mile  from  the  original  farm.  After  Thomas  Harden1 s  death,  the 
heirs  sold  the  76  acres  to  Ammi  and  Barbara  Harden;  the  parcel  of  land 

laying  east  of  the  railroad  (now  NYC)  being  turned  over  to  Oak  Grove 

Cemetery.  The  40  acres  was  held  by  the  heirs  until  1939,  being  run  for 
a  long  time  by  Benj.  F.  Harden,  Adra.,  and  farmed  by  renters;  part  of  the 
time  by  Ammi  Harden.  The  76  acres  stayed  in  the  Harden  name  from  1880 
to  Nov.  1,  1947,  being  sold  by  George  F.  and  Phillip  L.  Harden  to  per¬ 
sons  outside  of  the  family.  In  1935,  James  C.  Fletcher  was  appointed 
by  Court  as  Commissioner  over  the  40  acres  marsh  land.  In  1939,  the  40 
acres  was  sold  by  him  for  the  heirs  to  Phillip  Leroy  Harden,  and  on  Nov. 

1,  1947  it  passed  on  to  George  F.  Harden.  It  was  sold  by  him  to  persons 
outside  of  the  family  in  Jan.  1951.  Although  the  76  acres  turned  out 
to  be  the  poorer  soil  in  the  community,  and  the  farm  owned  in  Ohio  turn¬ 
ed  out  to  be  covered  with  oil  wells,  no  one  ever  heard  Thomas  and  Jane 
Harden  complain  about  coming  to  the  flat  Indiana  country.  The  biggest 
mistake  was  in  not  buying  some  of  the  river  bottom  land  to  the  south. 

Ammi  Harden  at  one  time  wanted  to  buy  some  of  this  land  for  about  $7.50 

per  acre,  was  advised  by  his  parents  "that  land  is  under  water  and  never 
will  be  any  good-do  not  buy”.  He,  therefore,  bought  3  Chicago  lots, 
which  turned  out  to  be  a  loss.  After  arriving  from  Ohio,  the  house  and 
barns  were  built;  also,  rail  fences,  mostly  from  timber  cut  off  of  the 
land.  The  older  boys,  George,  Ammi  and  Marion  helped  considerable  in 
the  clearing  of  the  land.  In  their  early  teens,  Dennis,  George  and 
Ammi  all  worked  on  farms  in  St.  Joseph  County,  owned  by  Rupels  and 
Beyers,  in  the  vicinity  of  Rupel  Gravel  Pit,  southwest  of  South  Bend, 
and  then  later,  Marion,  Ammi,  and  Benjamin  F.  worked  awhile  In  Chicago. 
Both  Benjamin  F.,  and  James  taught  school  in  Starke  County  for  several 
years . 
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Extract  of  Obituary  of 
DENNIS  HARDESTY  (father  of  Jane) 

Dennis  Hardesty,  living  south  of  Logan,  while  climbing  from  a 
tree  last  Fri .  morning,  suffered  a  severe  fall  which  resulted  in  the 
breaking  of  his  leg-.  **  A  very  sad  and  fatal  accident  happened  last 
Fri.  the  13th.  Dennis  Hardesty,  while  getting  down  from  a  tree  which 
he  had  climbed  to  catch  a  chicken,  took  hold  of  a  limb  to  swing  himself 
down,  when  the  limb  broke,  throwing  him  in  such  a  manner  as  to  break 
his  right  thigh  near  the  hip.

McGrath,  Dearborn,  Mich.;  two  sons,  Cloyd  of  Whitmore  Lake,  Mich.,  and 
Ronald  of  Ferndale,  Mich.  One  dau.,  Mrs.  Lula  Winters,  preceded  her  in 
death.  She  leaves  26  grandchildren  and  25  great  grandchildren.

minds.  Dennis  Hardesty  was  married  three  times.  All  Indications  seem 
to  show  the  first  wife  and  mother  of  Jane,  Nancy,  and  Sarah  died 
probably  in  1849  or  early  1850,  when  Sarah  A.  was  a  baby.  George  and 
Mary  L.  both  must  have  died  before  maturity.  As  stated  In  note  after 
obituary  of  Lizzie  Miller,  Dennis  Hardesty’s  second  wife  was  Nancy 
McClain.  His  third  wife  was  Elizabeth  Lowry  McLain  Skinner,  to  whom 
was  born  James  Hardesty.  Part  of  this  information  was  secured  from 
Mrs.  Mary  Walls,  and  Clpyd  Hardesty.  I  have  been  told  that  Dennis 
Hardesty" was  buried  in  Armstrong  Cemetery,  near  Union  Furnace,  Ohio. 
The  writer  has  a  picture  of  Dennis  and  Elizabeth  Hardesty. 

FURTHER  REMARKS  - 

On  Apr.  1,  1880,  upon  arrival  at  Hamlet,  Ind.,  my  father,  AMMI 
HARDEN,  then  not  quite  12  yrs.  old,  screamed  out  ’’Why  there  is  grand- 
pap  Hardesty”.  The  man  sure  enough  was  a  ”  HARDESTY” ,  but  nothing, 
more  was  ever  found  out.  The  writer  has  asked  both  Raymond  Hardesty, 
and  sister,  Mrs.  Edna  Shankland,  of  near  Hamlet,  Ind.  regarding  him, 
but  they  know  very  little,  except  he  was  born  in  OHIO  and  migrated 
early  to  around  Deep  River,  Ind.  (west  of  Valparaiso).  The  above 
experience  was  told  to  me  a  number  of  times  by  my  folks  and  Mrs.  Irene 
Beery.  Mrs.  Beery  told  me  only  a  month  o -ft  so  before  she  died  that 
she  believed  the  Hardestys  around  Hamlet,  Ind.  were  related  to  the 
three  families.  Hardens,  Chidesters,  and  Spikers.  It  would  seem 
though  that  the  three  sisters  would  have  known  their  Uncle  or  great 
Uncle . 


SHORT  HISTORY  OF  OAK  GROVE 
CEMETERY. 

In  the  early  days,  of  Starke  Co.,  Ind.,  there  was  much  water  in 
the  lowlands  and  particularly  in  the  spring,  it  being  almost  impossible 
to  reach  Knox.  No  doubt  on  this  account,  Thomas  and  Jane  Harden  will¬ 
ingly  offered  a  parcel  of  land  for  cemetery,  with  the  understanding 
that  those  helping  to  clear  the  ground  would  be  given  FREE  lots.  The 
first  burial,  to  my  knowledge,  was  Henry  Chidester,  in  Feb.  1883.  Of 
the  early  settlers  from  vicinity  of  Logan,  Ohio,  the  Eeerys,  Barnes, 
Hardens,  Chidesters,  Weeds,  Reasoners,  Sudlows  and  Zellers  were  burled 
In  this  Cemetery.  The  Spikers  were  buried  in  Knox.  After  the  death  of 
Thomas  Harden,  the  heirs  donated  all  the  land,  east  of  railroad  to  the 
cemetery.  In  1919,  a  woven  wire  fence  was  built  along  east  and  south 
sides.  This  work  was  done  by  Ammi  Harden,  and  Henry  Dunkelberger ,  aided 
by  Carl  Beery,  George  and  P. Leroy  Harden.  Chas.  Reasoner,  when  Recorder 
had  the  cemetery  surveyed.  Up  until  1940,  three  men  had  done  most  of 
the  hard  work  in  the  cemetery,  they  being  Dennis  and  Ammi  Harden,  and 
Henry  Dunkelberger.  At  the  present  time,  very  few  are  being  buried  in 
it.  As  no  donations  of  any  size  has  ever  been  received,  the  cemetery 
needs  reorganization  badly,  working  for  constant  care  in  the  future. 

The  writer,  also,  has  worked  in  this  cemetery  many  hours  during  the 
past  forty  years,  and  also,  is  supporting  each  year  a  tidy  sum  to  the 
Swing  Cemetery,  Ewing,  Ohio,  which  has  more  ” HARDENS”  in  it,  than  any 
other  name.

FURTHER  REMARKS  -  The  writer  can  remember  many  family  get  togethers 
at  the  Barnes  farm.  There,  also,  was  quite  a  story  about  killing  a 
rattle  snake  in  the  front  yard,  which  has  been  passed  down  to  Harry 
v  Kemble,  a  grandson.  The  writer  can  very  well  remember  a  horse  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Barnes1,  which  was  named  "Bird".

James  Barnes,  whose  Illness  was  noted  in  last  week’s  paper,  died 
at  his  home  northeast  of  Knox,  Thurs.  eve,  of  stomach  trouble  from 
which  he  had  suffered  for  nearly  20  yrs.  James  Barnes  was  born 

at  New  Lexington,  Ohio  Aug.  26,  1842,  being  47  years,  6  mo.  and  19 
days  at  time  of  death.  He  served  in  an  Ohio  regiment  during  the 
rebellion.  He  has  been  a  resident  of  this  county  for  a  number  of 
years.

The  children  are  all  here  except  the 
oldest,  a  married  daughter  by  a  former  wife,  who  lives  in  Ohio. 

Funeral  services  were  held  Sat.  at  11  o’clock  at  Oak  Grove  school 
house  by  Elder  a  Pittman  of  Milford,  followed  by  burial  at  Oak  Grove 
Cemetery.  Note  -  Obituary  was  in  error  by  ten  years  as  to  age.  Tomb¬ 
stone  showed  he  was  57  yrs,  and  he  was  a  member  of  Co.  F.,  160th 
Regt.  Ohio  National  Guard.

Further  remarks  -  The  Writer  remembers  helping  Uncle  Dennis  thresh 
wheat  and  oats  quite  a  few  times  prior  to  his  leaving  for  Tenn. 

Just  a  year  or  so  before  he  left  for  Tenn.,  he  decided -not  to  thresh 
directly  from  shock  but  to  stack  his  grain  that  ypar/‘  As  he  had  a 
lot  of  grain,  it  was  stacked  in  large  stacks  and  in  at  least  three 
locations.  My  father,  probably  being  one  of  the  very  best  stackers 
in  the  county,  put  up  all  of  the  stacks  for  him.  When  the  last  two 
stacks  of  oats  were  being  threshed,  the  wind  was  very  strong.  A 
spark  from  the  steam  engine  penetrated  the  east  stack,  on  which  the 
writer  and  cousin,  James  Barnes,  were  pitching  from.  Every  one  lost 
their  heads,  result,  not  only  the  two  stacks  of  oats,  but  also,  the 
threshing  machine  owned  by  Omer  Kaiser,  were  burnt  up.

This  shotgun  proved  to  be  a  very 
good  "match”  and  hunting  gun.  However,  many  could  not  stand  up 
under  it.  For  instance,  his  brother , Jame s ,  would  get  a  bruised 
face  almost  every  time  he  used  it,  or  some  one  would  get  kicked 
over.  Both  Ammi  and  son,  Phillip  Leroy  were  known  to  hold  this 
gun  simply  in  hands  and  shoot  it,  or  pull  both  barrels  at  once 
and  still  stand  up.  The  son,  Phillip  Leroy,  along  about  1940  (gun 
around  50  yrs.  old)  shot  two  pheasants  with  the  two  barrels,  not 
missing.

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Up  until  three  or  four  years  ago,  the  writer  had  never  heard  of 
IGNATIUS  HARDEN.  Thru  correspondence  with  Kenneth  Beery  of  Athens,  0. 
(offspring  of  ELIZA  and  EVEN  HARDEN)  relative  to  finding  out  who  were 
the  parents,  brothers  and  sisters  of  BENJAMIN  HARDEN  (1796-1877),  I 
found  that  both  of  us  were  trying  to  mould  two  families  into  one  family, 
with  two  Evan  or  Even  Hardens  in  it.  As  we  found  that  a  HARDEN  married 
a  HARDEN,  it  confused  us  for  sometime.  Mr.  Beery  found  that  IGNATIUS 
had  come  to  Ohio  early,  and  had  left  a  will,  which  helped  some. 

According  to  "HISTORY  OF  HOCKING  VALLEY,  1885”,  in  articles  rel¬ 
ative  to  Ephraim  and  Even  Harden,  the  following  was  shown  for  "IGNATIUS" 
"IGNATIUS  HARDEN  was  born  In  1710,  and  was  an  old  Revolutionary  Soldier. 
In  the  fall  of  1800,  he  moved  to  Fairfield  Co.,  Ohio,  and  in  1805,  he 
located  In  Perry  Co.,  where  he  remained  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
in  1827,  he  having  lived  to  be  117  years  of  age.  His  wife  died  In  the 
fall  of  1856.  They  reared  a  family  of  12  children,  seven  sons  and  five 
daughters . " 

Pennsylvania  records  showed  IGNATIUS  in  Bedford  Co.  both  prior  and 
after  1790,  but  the  writer  cannot  locate  him  in  the  1790  IT. S. Census  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  writer  believes  there  is  the  possibility  that 
Ignatius  may  have  gone  to  Maryland  for  a  period  of  time.  Pa.  Archives 
showed  Ignatius  as  a  member  of  Bedford  Co.  Militia,  Continental  Line. 
However,  the  writer  could  not  locate  any  Revolutionary  War  records  on 
Ignatius  in  Archives  Bldg.,  Washington,  D.C.,  in  either  the  ones 
receiving  pensions  or  the  ones  who  did  not  receive  a  pension.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  our  information,  Ignatius  married  Rachel  Griffith.  Ignatius 
signed  a  will  Jan.  29,  1827.  Children  mentioned  in  it,  were:- 

"PCLLY  (deceased),  who  had  3  daughters,  Elizabeth,  Sarah  and 
Rebecca . 

NANCY  (deceased),  who  had  2  daughters,  Rachel  and  Lydia. 

JOHN  -  JAMES  -  JOSEPH  -  EVEN  -  DAVID  -  BENJAMIN." 

After  death  of  Ignatius,  the  widow,  Rachel,  married  Henry  Sander¬ 
son,  June  6,  1833  (Perry  Co.  Book  #1,  page  145).  I  have  nothing  on  the 
two  girls  listed  in  the  will,  or  their  listed  children.  Although  there 
was  a  John  M.  Harden  mentioned  several  times  in  the  settlement  of  the 
John  Harden  Estate,  I  do  not  believe  him  to  be  the  son  of  Ignatius,  but 
probably  the  son  of  Thomas  Harden.  James  Harden,  I  believe  married 
Elizabeth  Ornduff  Dec.  7,  1820  (Perry  Co.  Book  #1,  page  18)  and  moved 
to  Washington  Tp.,  Hocking  Co.,  near  the  John  Harden  family.  Tombstones 
at  Ewing  Cemetery  showed  JAMES  born  1793,  died  1859;  Elizabeth  died  Jan. 
31,  1852,  aged  47  yrs.,  and  one  dau.,  Elizabeth  died  in  1838.  The  1850 
Census  of  Washington  Tp.,  Hocking  Co.  showed  a  James  Harden,  aged  56, 
born  in  Pa.,  and  Elizabeth  Harden,  aged  46,  with  children  Alfred,  22  and 
James  11.  Hocking  Co.  records  showed  an  Alford  Harden  and  Eliza 
Kennard  marriage  on  Sept.  23,  1852.  Also,  maps  during  the  1870 !s,  show¬ 
ed  both  James  and  Alfred  Hardens  lived  along  the  extreme  south  edge  of 
Washington  Tp.,  Hocking  Co.  Joseph  Harden,  I  believe,  married  Caty 
Orndorff  Jan.  10,  1822  (Perry  Co.  Bool:  #1,  page  29).  Perry  Co.  records 
showed  that  Joseph  Harden  and  wife,  Catharine  of  Hocking  Co.  settled 
with  the  rest  of  the  heirs,  Benj.  Harden,  et.al.  in  Reading  Tp.,  Perry 
Co.  on  Mar.  27,  1834.  Joseph  Harden,  also,  moved  to  Washington  Tp., 
Hocking  Co.,  near  John  Harden  family.  I  am  told  by  Mr.  Beery  that  he 
later  moved  to  Colorado.  Even  Harden,  according  to  "HISTORY  OF  HOCKING 
VALLEY,  1883",  was  born  near  Pleasantville ,  Ohio  Mar.  12,  1805,  lived 
with  father  until  his  death;  then  married  a  cousin,  ELIZA  HARDEN,  Sept. 
20,  1827  (correct,  as  per  Perry  Co.  Book  #1,  page  88);  then  moved  to 
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Washington  Tp.,  Hocking  Co.  in  fall  of  1831.  He  died  in  1890.  For  a 
complete  history  of  their  children,  see  ELIZA  (6A),  pages  17,  18,  and 
19.  David  Harden,  I  am  told,  died  Nov.  18,  1861,  aged  49  yrs.  11  mo. 
and  18  days.  All  indications  are  that  he  remained  in  Perry  Co.  Benj. 
Harden,  and  wife,  Anne,  deeded  several  properties  to  David  on  Mar.  17, 
1838,  land  being  located  in  Reading  Tp.,  Perry  Co.  Beniamin,  I  believe 
was  not  of  age  at  time  of  father’s  death.  I  believe  he  married  Ann 
Trunnel  Feb.  10,  1835  in  Perry  Co.  Records  seem  to  indicate  he  may 
have  stayed  in  Reading  Tp.,  Perry  Co. 

Even  though  there  was  a  WILL,  the  WRITER  HAS  COME  TO  THE  CONCLUSION' 
TEAT  THERE  MUST  HAVE  BEEN  TWO  IGNATIUS  HARDENS.  It  does  not  seem  likely 
that  children  would  be  born  when  the  father  was  from  80  to  100  years  old 
and  the  wife  would  die  146  years  after  the  birth  of  her  husband.  Other 
than  IGNATIUS,  himself,  it  makes  sense.  Even  though  some  people  have 
told  Mr.  Beery  where  to  find  the  tombstone  of  IGNATIUS,  it  just  cannot 
now  be  found,  it  evidently  having  been  removed  from  the  cemetery.  Our 
records  showed  no  Evan  or  Even  father  and  son  combination.  Hocking.  Co.  [ 
records,  particularly  tax,  showed  Even,  Sr.,  and  Even  Jr.,  confusing  us.* 
Some  of  my  distant  relatives  in  Ohio  now  believe  that  JOHN  (1)  was  the 
oldest  son  of  IGNATIUS,  as  they  cannot  locate  any  other  John  Harden  in 
Perry  Co.  As  there  would  be  64  years  between  Ignatius’  birth  and  John’s* 
birth,  the  writer  DOES  NOT  BELIEVE  THIS  EITHER;  if  so,  ELIZA  WOULD  HAVE  j 
MARRIED  HER  UNCLE.  To  the  writer,  it  would  make  more  sense  to  say  J 

Ignatius  could  have  been  a  great  uncle  of  John.  j  L

After  considerable  reading  of  History  of  Ohio  counties,  the 
writer  has  found  that  HARDENS  v/ere  in  most  of  the  counties  in  the 
southern  one-half  of  OHIO.  To  make  things  worse,  there  were  JOHN 
Hardens  in  most  of  them,  and  a  good  share  of  them,  their  wives  were 
a  "MARY” .  There  are  at  least  four  states  with  counties  named  "HARDIN",  l 
and  a  number  of  villages  and  towns  named  "HARDIN”,  and  in  Oklahoma, 
a  village  named  "HARDEN  CITY”.  Hardin  Co.,  Ohio  was  named  after  Col. 

John  Hardin,  who  was  born  in  Fauquier  Co.,  Va.  in  1753.  This  John 
Hardin  was  a  great  marksman  and  hunter,  serving  in  Revolutionary  War 
in  Morgan*  s  Rifle  Corps.  He  was  later  killed  by  Indians  in  1792,  in 
what  is  now  Shelby  Co.,  Ohio.  Hardin  Co.,  Ky.  was  named,  I  under¬ 
stand,  after  Brig.  Gen.  John  Hardin.  This  John  Hardin  made  very 
early  trips  down  the  Ohio  River,  and  later  settled  in  Kentucky/ 
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Through  reading  county  and  state  histories,  U.S. Censuses,  and  ask¬ 
ing  other  Hardens  for  their  lineage,  I  have  found  many  Hardens; 
probably  most  of  them  I  would  have  to  trace  clear  back  into  England 
for  relation.  Below  I  will  give  a  record  of  some  of  them. 

Tax  list  of  1810  for  Butler  Co.,  Ohio  showed  a  "JOHN  HARDEN”. 

Clermont  Co.,  Ohio  History  showed  as  a  property  holder  in  1826, 
a  "JOHN  HARDIN". 

Ayers  Cemetery,  Franklin  Co.,  Ohio  has  the  following  tombstone 
inscriptions:  - 

Hector  Hardin  Aug.  7,  1850,  aged  4  yrs. 

Mary  C.  Hardin  Aug.  5,  1850  aged  12  yrs. 

William  Hardin  Aug.  5,  1850  aged  18  yrs. 

Ross  Co.,  Ohio  early  records  showed  a  HIRAM  HARDIN  as  County 

Commissioner  on  Feb.  27,  1802  and  again  in  1814.  Also,  showed  he  owned 

77  acres  very  early. 

History  of  Washington  Co.,  Ohio  by  H.  L.  Williams  &  Bro.,  1881, 
showed  Enos  Hardin  as  a  volunteer  in  77th  Regt.  Co.  H.  (Civil  War). 
Served  6  mo.  and  honorably  discharged  for  disability.  Also,  James 
Hardin,  age  20,  77th  Regt.  Co.  H.,  killed  at  Shiloh  Apr.  6,  1862. 

Also,  Isaac  Hardin,  helped  to  make  first  improvements  In  Warren  Tp. 

In  Muskingum  Co.,  Ohio  History  by  Sutor,  page  839,  there  is  a 
sketch  on  LEO  T.  HARDEN,  born  1878,  son  of  Thomas  Harden,  born  in 
Wheeling,  W.  Va.  This  Leo  Harden  was  a  musician,  being  leader  of 
"HARDEN  ORCHESTRA".  This  Thomas  Harden  married  Ann  Crowley  July  11, 
1864  in  Muskingum  Co.  He  died  in  either  1878  or  1879,  and  left  a 
will  (Book  4,  page  337)  in  Muskingum  Co. 

1850  Census  of  Vinton  Co.  showed  a  JOHN  HARDEN  age  56,  wife  MARY, 
age  57,  born  in  England. 

In  Aug.  1954,  Kenneth  Beery,  of  Athens,  Ohio,  tracing  Hardens, 
received  a  letter  from  Eva  L.  Christensen,  of  North  Sacramento,  Calif. 
The  substance  of  her  letter,  was  that  William  and  Murela  Harden  came 
to  U.S.  from  Ireland  In  1817.  Their  ship  was  in  a  storm,  and  lost 
mast  and  sail;  being  towed  into  Baltimore  by  a  tug  of  war.  They  were 
parents  of  13  children.  Five  came  with  them  to  U.S.  One  daughter 
died  on  way  over  and  was  buried  at  sea.  A  son,  John,  was  lost  to  the 
family  soon  after  arrival;  some  saying  he  returned  to  Ireland.  George 
Harden  (Eva’s  great  grandfather)  was  born  in  1805,  and  married 
Bathsheba  Lightner  in  Coshocton  Co.,  Ohio  June  3,  1830.  Samuel  Harden 
married  Malona  Burton  Apr.  3,  1828.  Mary  Ann  Harden  married  Charles  A. 
Taylor  Mar.  3,  1826.  Mary  Ann’s  descendants  lived  around  Dunkirk, 
Hardin  Co.,  Ohio. 

While  In  U.S. Army  in  1944,  In  Camp  Gordon  Johnston,  Fla.,  the 
writer  one  evening  was  talking  to  another  soldier  by  name  of  "GRANT", 
from  Kentucky.  On  giving  my  location  as  South  Bend,  Ind.,  he 
Immediately  said  "do  you ’know  any  one  there  by  name  of  "HARDEN"?  He 
said  his  mother’s  name  was  "HARDEN",  and  that  she  had  migrated  to 
Kentucky  from  Ohio,  after  I  have  told  him  my  name  was  "HARDEN". 
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Edward  W.  Harden  (born  1868)  financial  editor  of  Chicago  Tribune 
and  New  York  Commercial  and  editor  in  chief  of  Chicago  Journal  died 
in  San  Pedro,  Calif,  at  age  of  83.

In  1954,  in  answer  to  an  Inquiry,  I  received  a  letter  from  Miss 
Mildred  Harden,  a  teacher  of  mathematics  in  Mishawaka  High  School, 
Mishawaka,  Ind.  Her  grandfather,  Washington  Cook  Harden  was  born  at 
Moores  Forks,  N.  Y.  Aug.  28,  1844.  He  fought  in  Civil  War  with  a  New 
York  Regiment.  After  the  war,  he  went  to  Weyauwega,  Wise.,  where  he 
lived  until  his  death  Sept.  5th,  1925.  He  had  one  brother,  Wesley  J. 
Harden,  who  was  lost  in  the  Civil  War.  Mildred’s  father  was  Fred  A. 
Harden,  who  was  born  at  Weyauwega,  Wise.  Oct.  25,  1865,  living  there 
until  his  death  in  1942. 

Upon  hearing  from  a  cousin  of  mine  that  my  grandfather ’ s  name  | 
was  THOMAS  HARDEN,  I  received  an  Inquiry  in  May,  1947  from  Charles  W. 
Hess,  Goshen,  Ind.  He  claimed  a  brother  of  his  grandfather,  named 
Thomas  Harden,  was  probably  killed  by  Indians.  He  claims  they  were 
enroute  In  a  wagon  train  of  some  50  wagons  from  Lancaster,  Pa.  to  the 
West.  Thomas,  on  seeing  an  Indian  woman,  shot  her.  Soon  they  were 
surrounded  by  many  Indians,  and  they  would  not  let  them  go  forward  un¬ 
less  they  turned  the  one  over  that  shot  the  Indian.  As  Mr.  Hess  says 
his  grandfather  was  born  around  1831  and  lived  to  be  77  yrs.  old,  I 
doubt  very  much  if  it  could  have  been  his  grandfather T s  brother.  I 
am  inclined  to  believe  It  more  likely  to  be  a  brother  of  his  great 
grandfather.  Any  way  he  says  his  grandfather  was  buried  at  Oak  Ridge 
Cemetery,  Goshen,  Ind.  Says  his  brother,  Samuel  Harden,  lived  In  Mich. 
Says  Samuel  had  boys,  Samuel  and  David  in  Grand  Rapids,  and  grandsons, 
John,  Ray  and  George.  Mr.  Hess  further  states  that  his  grandfather 
Harden,  had  four  girls,  and  no  boys;  hence  the  name  ending.

In  1879,  J.F.  Harden  had  an  advertisement  In  New  Plymouth,  Ohio 
Bulletin,  as  a  "Gunsmith  &  Blacksmith”. 

History  of  Pan  Handle,  West  Virginia,  in  a  list  of  settlers  of 
Hancock  Co.  "John  Harden  settled  on  Harden’s  Run  about  1797”. 

History  of  Lower  Shenandoah  Valley  showed  between  years  1745  and 
1750,  a  John  Hardin  built  a  courthouse,  probably  Frederick  Co.,  Va. 
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During  the  summer  of  1956,  my  cousin,  Lloyd  W.  Harden,  South  Bend, 
met  a  lady  named  Mrs.  Ruth  Deuel  of  Elkhart,  Ind.,  whose  maiden  name 
was  RUTH  HARDEN.  The  writer  wrote  her  to  try  to  find  out  something 
relative  to  their  branch  of  the  family.  Her  aunt,  Mrs.  Lillian  (Harden) 
Sibbet,  also,  of  Elkhart,  answered  in  Jan.,  1957.  She  says  the  early 
members  of  their  family  originally  came  from  Holland  very  early,  and 
later  settled  in  Western  Pennsylvania  where  Pittsburgh  now  stands. 

U.S. Census,  1790,  Pitt  Tp.,  Allegheny  Co.,  Pa.  showed  a  ” JAMES  HARDEN” 
over  16  yrs.  old,  but  no  family.  They  migrated  from  thfere  to  the 
vicinity  of  Wilmington,  Ohio,  and  later  to  Champaign  Co.,  Ill.  Her 
grandfather f s  name  was  JAMES,  and  he  had  brothers,  WILLIAM,  JOHN,  and 
possibly  HENRY.  James  married  Barbara  Berry,  an  Ohio  girl.  James 
moved  from  Homer,  Ill.  to  Covington,  Ind.,  but  her  father  lived  in 
Homer,  Ill.  until  1886,  then  moving  to  Covington,  Ind.  This  John 
Harden  moved  on  west,  she  thought  to  Iowa.  She  states  her  father  had 
6  brothers  and  no  sisters.  He  was  born  in  Ohio  Aug.  1,  1847,  and 
fought  In  Civil  War.  After  the  War,  he  organized  many  G.A.R.’s  and 
Sons  of  Veterans  Lodges  over  Indiana,  Illinois  and  Ohio.  She  mentions 
Orville,  son  of  her  Uncle  Eugene,  who  lived  in  Tolono,  Ill.,  being 
Mayor  for  years.  His  brother.  Frost,  lives  at  Covington,  Ind.,  and  is 
the  husband  of  Mrs.  Cecil  Harden,  present  member  of  Congress  from  the 
State  of  Indiana.  They  have  a  son,  Murray  Harden,  a  physician  In 
Lafayette,  Ind.  Mrs.  Sibbet  says  Mrs.  Deuel  is  a  daughter  of  Fred 
Harden,  her  oldest  brother.  The  movements  of  this  branch  of  the 
family  is  very  interesting.  Again,  if  any  relation,  would  have  to 
be  back  in  England  a  long  time  ago. 

While  on  a  trip  In  the  West  In  Apr.,  1957,  the  writer  noticed 
there  were  some  Hardens  in  Casper,  Wyo.,  and  listed  among  the  law 
firms  of  the  city  were  "HARDEN  and  HARDEN”.  When  I  reached  home,  I 
wrote  a  letter  to  inquire  lineage,  to  which  I  received  a  reply  from 
Hobart  B.  Harden  of  Park  Ridge,  Ill.  His  grandfather  was  William 
Harden  of  Wheeling,  W.Va.,  who  was  Sec.  and  Treas.,  of  the  old 
Wheeling  Wire  Mill  Co.,  later  becoming  Wheeling  Steel.  William  Harden 
had  three  sons,  Frank,  George  and  Harry,  and  one  daughter,  Kate,  all 
of  whom  lived  in  Steubenville,  Ohio  and  now  deceased.  Kate  Harden 
married  into  the  Franzheim  family  of  Wheeling,  and  had  one  daughter, 
Helen  Franzheim  Evans,  now  living  Steubenville.  George  P.  Harden 
married  Althea  Bilderback  of  Pittsburgh,  they  living  in  Steubenville, 
where  he  was  Sec.  and  Treas.  of  the  LaBelle  Iron  Works,  which  is  now 
a  part  of  '//heeling  Steel  Corp.  They  had  six  children,  namely,  Frank 
and  Nanie  (deceased)  and  four  living  children,  they  being  Ralph  C. 
of  Larchmont,  N.Y.;  George  P.  Harden,  U.S. Vet.  Hosp.,  Chillicothe, 

Ohio;  Althea  Harden  Lane  and  Hobart  B.  Harden,  both  of  Park  Ridge, 

Ill.  Ralph  C.  Harden  has  two  boys,  Richard  Harden  of  Canton,  N.Y., 
and  Ralph  L.  of  Mountain  Lakes,  N.J.  Althea  Harden  Lane  has  four 
children,  Dorothy,  Richard,  Robert  and  William  H.  Lane.  Hobart  B. 

Harden  has  four  children,  namely,  Dorothy  Harden  Marston  of  Oakland, 
Calif,  (no  children);  Curtis  Lee  Harden,  (3  children)  of  Casper,  Wyo . ; 
H.B. Harden,  Jr.  (one  child)  of  Casper,  Wyo.,  and  Althea  Louise  Stitt 
(no  children)  of  Casper,  Wyo. 
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The  writer  read  a  sketch  sometime  or  other  relative  to  a  James 
E.  Harden,  born  Allen  Co.,  Ohio  Sept.  9,  1851,  who  migrated  to 
California  in  1885.  His  wif e 1 s  name  was  Sarah  Abshier. 

"History  of  Upper  Ohio  Valley",  by  Brant  &  Puller,  1890,  Vol .  I, 
page  616,  gives  the  following:-  "James  Harden,  b.  Bennington,  Vt . ; 
Revolutionary  Soldier;  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill.  Died  1826,  aged  68  yrs. 
married  Miss  Maynard;  had  son  Benjamin  Harden,  who  died  in  1865  aged 
66  yrs.;  he  married  Phoebe  Tripp,  had  son  James  S.  Harden,  born  in  New 
York,  Captain  of  Militia  in  N.Y.;  he  married  Mary  Morse.  James  and 
Mary  had  seven  children;  Mary  died  1874,  aged  45  yrs.  Benjamin,  also, 
had  son,  Dr.  Benjamin  F.  Harden,  born  Apr.  17,  1857  at  Schenectady, 
N.Y.  He  was  the  oldest  of  the  seven  children.  Benjamin  P.  married 
Apr.  1881,  and  settled  in  Wellsburg,  W.  Va.;  was  married  1884  to  Lou 
Cornell  of  New  Cumberland,  W.  Va.  They  had  a  daughter,  Marie  Harden." 

Records  of  the  Court  of  Pleas  of  Bucks  Co.,  Pa.  1684-1700,  in  a 
number  of  places  listed  a  THOMAS  HARDIN. 

The  writer  recently  found  in  mausoleum  in  Highland  Cemetery, 

South  Bend,  Ind.  in  the  "HASTINGS"  family  section,  the  following: - 

"MARY  ANN  HARDEN 
1861-1922" 
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Finding  that  most  of  the  present  day  HARDENS  know  very  little 
about  their  NAME,  I  have  taken  the  time  to  write  as  much  as  I  can 
about  the  History  of  the  Family  Name  of  ’’HARDEN”.  One  thing  to  be 
sure,  most  of  the  Hardens  have  been  found  to  be  intelligent,  honest, 
law-abiding  and  average  citizens. 


My  grandfather,  THOMAS  HARDEN,  many  times  told  me  in  my  youth, 
that  he  thought  all  spelling  their  names  ’’HARDEN”,  were  related  to 
us,  but  if  spelled  ”IN”  or  ”INC-”,  no  relation.  The  writer  has  a 
’’Parke  fs  Arithmetic”  used  by  Thomas  Harden  around  1840,  and  the  spell¬ 
ing  of  his  name  was  clearly  ’’THOMAS  HARDEN”.  I  am  sorry  indeed  that 
I  did  not  ask  him  more  regarding  the  early  history  of  the  family.  I 
•  overheard  many  conversations  with  him  between  1905  and  1916,  but  names 
back  in  Ohio  did  not  mean  anything  to  me  then.  He  told  me  several 
times  of  the  squirrel  migration  west  across  Ohio,  when  thousands  of 
,  them  were  on  the  move.  I  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  Jane  Valtin- 
|  burgh  Harden,  when  she  was  near  90  yrs.  of  age,  but  again  I  failed  to 
get  vital  Harden  History.  You  will  notice  that  the  names  of  ’’HARDEN” 
and  ’’HANSEL”  have  crossed  many  times.  The  writer  has  record  of  six 
,  different  Harden-Hansel  marriages,  they  being: -

The  writer  is  a  co-editor  of  a  HANSEL  (HENTZEL)  Family  History,  which 
probably  will  be  released  in  1957  or  1958. 

Recently  when  in  Archives  Bldg.,  Washington,  D.  C.,  the  writer 
viewed  the  1840  Census  (original)  of  Washington  Tp.,  Hocking  Co., 
Ohio.  It  showed  John  Sr.,  John  Jr.,  Thomas,  Benjamin,  two  EVAN's, 
Joseph  and  James  HARDEN;  Samuel  Lewis  and  Ephraim  Chapman.  All  of 

the  Hardens  were  clearly  written  as  ’’HARDEN”.

I  have  spent  considerable  time  in  libraries  and  courthouses, 
checking  county  and  state  histories,  census  records,  marriage  records 
and  real  estate  transfers.  Lots  of  confusion  existed,  due  to  several 
reasons,  too  many  JOHN  and  MARY  HARDENS;  too  many  JAMES  and  ELIZABETH 
HARDENS,  and  apparently  wrong  Ignatius  Harden  History.  However,  the 
writer  in  Dec.,  1956,  while  visiting  relatives  in  Logan,  Hocking  Co., 
Ohio,  really  ’’hit  the  jack  pot”  in  finding  Administration  papers  in 
Probate  Court  Records,  courthouse,  for  both  JOHN  HARDEN  (1847),  my 
great-great  grandfather,  and  BENJAMIN  HARDEN  (1877)  my  great  grand¬ 
father,  listing  the  heirs  of  their  estates.

This  History  takes  the  place  of  two  former 
Harden  histories  compiled  and  written  by  me  in  1954.  I  do  not  expect 
to  be  rewarded  in  money.  All  I  desire,  is  that  the  coming  generations 
know  something  of  their  family  name,  which  I  firmly  believe  is  a  good 
family  name.  I  have  gone  over  this  material  many  times,  each  sheet 
being  typed  from  one  to  ten  times.  If  there  are  any  errors,  I  am 
very,  very  sorry  indeed.

Page  17,  under  Emily,  in  about  the  middle  of  the  paragraph, 
sentence  should  have  read  "JOHN  and  EMILY,  also,  raised  one  nephew, 
Jacob  Hansel,  and  two  grandchildren,  Newman  and  Daisy  Hansel". 

C-3.  Page  28,  under  Florentha,  change  name  of  ."Fannie"  to  read 
"FANCIE  V."  . 

C-4.  Page  58,  under  "JAMES".  Tombstone  for  James  and  Flo  erected  in 
1956  or  1957.  Dates  of  "years"  both  for  birth  and  death,  as  shown 
on  stone,  for  JAMES  BARNES  were  wrong .  Information  shown  in  obituary 
on  Page  59  was  correct. 

C-5.  Pages  69  and  70,  relative  to  IGNATIUS  HARDEN.  The  writer  has 
recently  checked  the  1820  Census  of  Reading  Tp . ,  Perry  Co.,  Ohio. 

Found  two  Ignatius  Hardens,  one  a  family  of  9  and  one  a  family  of  11. 
Cannot  understand;  must  have  been  an  error.  In  last  paragraph  of 
Page  69,  I  stated  Rachel  Harden,  widow  of  Ignatius,  married  Henry 
Sanderson  June  6,  1833.  This  could  be  wrong,  as  1850  Census  of 
Heading  To.,  Perry  Co.,  showed  along  with  Ben j .  and  Ann  Harden, 

"RACHEL  HARDEN,  age  87?. 

C-6.  Page  *67,  under  "Helen  Marie",  Oakland  should  have  read  "San 
Franci sco" . 

C-7.  Page  68,  under  "Lucille  Doris",  the  name  of  her  dau.,  Charyl, 
should  have  been  spelled  "Cheryl".
